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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: a) The provisional obviousness-type double 
patenting rejection is not being held in abeyance as requested by applicant; b) applicant's argument that the claims lead the ordinary 
skilled artisan away from using polyelectrolytes associated with ions that are unsuitable does not represent description for polyelectrolytes 
that have the same charge as the electrolytic drug and one cannot make what one does not know, in this case, polyelectrolyte having the 
same charge as the electrolytic drug; c) applicant's argument that Cuna's liquid formulation does not have a dispersion medium containing 
polyelectrolyte having the same charge as the electrolytic drug is not persuasive because, in the abstract, Cuna specifically discloses 
liquid composition and the aqueous medium of Cuna meets the dispersion medium of the claims, and while applicant observes that 
section 2.4 of Cuna describes microencapsulation as an intermediate step, it is noted that the Cuna contemplates and prepares liquid 
compositions as shown in the abstract and by the preparation of suspensions (section 2.7); d) applicant's argument that Nonomura's 
cyclohexane and chloroform are unacceptable for pharmaceutical use is not persuasive because, the claims do not specifically name 
specific dispersion medium, the claims do not exclude organic solvents as dispersion medium, moreover, Nonomura uses in ethanol or 
cyclohexane or chloroform (column 4, lines 25-29), the section applicant refers to, that is, column 7, lines 22-27, is one of the sections that 
Nonomura evaluates the sustained release properties of methylphenidate. 
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
